THE 88 is a special to tlie n Standard, from Colonia Juarez 
Mexico, bearing date November 28: 

The Deming Head Light contains an account of the killing of two 
Mexican officers by the Apaches. The account states that fifty Mexican 
soldiers were sent out from Palomis to intercept Captain Kid and his 
band of thirteen warriors on their way back to the Sierra Madre moun- 
tains. While traveling along the foot hills about sixty-eight miles south- 
west from Palomis, the soldiers were ambushed by the Indians and the 

two officers in charge who were traveling in advance of their party were 
shot through the head and the soldiers completely routed, the Indians re- 
treating: into the mountains. The officers killed were sent to Chihuahua 
for burial, and the government was notified ; whereupon, an order was 
issued for five hundred men to be ‘dispatched immediately to the moun- 
— to be stationed near the colonies of Pacheco and Juarez. 

Last Saturday Helaman Pratt and your correspondent started for the 
eee colonies for the purpose of assisting in locating forts and plans 
of protection in times of danger where the families of the colonists could 
be. gathered and guarded by a few men, thus leaving others to assist in 
repelling attacks. Leaving here about six o'clock we soon reached the 
mountains and began the assent, traveling all night through forests and 
pines, deep canyons and beautiful little valleys. 

We arrived at Pacheco at four o’clock next morning. After a few soil 
rest at the house of Bishop Jesse N. Smith, Jr., we met with the people at 
their noon services. As the hour of meeting cl ba I was very forcibly 
reminded of pictures I have seen of the early settlers of America attending 
church. Each family as they came out of their homes was guarded by 
the male members, armed, with Winchester rifles and pistols, and when 
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the congregation had all gathered, each corner of the little church was 
stacked with rifles. 

After consulting with the people it was unanimously decided to erect a 
stockade fence of pine trees|with stone bastians on each corner around the 
schoolhouse, thus making a fort 100 x 125 feet. In the evening in company 
with Bishop Smith and Bishop Henry Lunt, late of ‘Cedar City, Utah, we 
went to Corrales, and the people there decided to build a fort on a little 
hill overlooking all the houses. Monday morring Bishop Smith accom- 
panied us over to Cave Valley, the headquarters of the Apaches when in 
the Sierra Madre mountains. Here the people decided to fortify imme- 
diately and bring in all scattered families. 

The mountain settlements and the colonies of Juarez each now have a 
military organization of well armed men with complete outfits divided 
into companies of tens with a captain over each ten, and are called out 
twice a month for drill and target practice. 

After meeting with the peopleof Cave Valley, Helaman Pratt and I 
rode over to visit the celebrated caves. Hitching our horses in a little 
clump of cherry trees near the river, with rifle in hand we began climbing 
the mountain just below one of the principal caves. Trails leading up 
the mountain are worn into the solid rock over a foot deep. This cave is 
about fifteen feet high. In the mouth is a large olla built for holding 
grain, just back of which the cave is divided off into compartments with 
port holes and windows. These rooms extend back hundreds of feet, and 
it is said that one of them contains a large olla of several thousands of 
gallons capacity, nicely sealed and its contents are a mystery to all visitors 
but on account of the lateness of the evening and not knowing if Captain 
Kid intended recruiting up in these caves for a few days, we concluded to 
wait till a more favorable time for visiting the interior. In the mouth of 
this cave is a pool containing about ten gallons of clear cold water sup- 
plied by a little spring coming out of the rocks immediately above. On 
the opposite side of the canyon are other large caves located higher up in 
the mountains and from which a large mummy was taken a few years ago 
by a company of scientific men from the United States. 

Next morning we visited another large cave, riding our horses ae the 
mouth of it. This cave like the other one is well forted up inside and is 
so arranged that the entire canyon leading up to it can be covered with a 
few rifles from the fort’s interior. A small body of well armed men with 
supplies in these caves could defy the entire Mexican army. 

Dr. Maeser of the B. Y. Academy made usa visit last week and organ ized 
Church schools.

THE OLDEST CONDUCTOR. 


Some time ago Tie Standard published the announcement, through Secre- 
tary McDaniel of the Utah World’s Fair Commission, that the oldest 
conductor in the world lived in American Fork, Utah, and the letters 
of inquiries from the east regarding the matter. Secretary McDaniel, 
has looked the matter up, and forwarded the papers necessary to the 
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proper parties. In reply, he has received the tollbwi ng letter 1250 Third 
Vice-President Pangley of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad: 

“Thank you for your kindness and interest to the extent of seeing the 
gentleman who claims to be the first conductor, or guard, who ever ran on 
a railroad in the world, and to obtain from him copies of his papers for 
the purpose of forwarding them to me. I assure you of my hearty appre- 
ciation of your hearty beten, and trust to have an opportunity to 
reciprocate.” 

The old veteran’s “grandson writes from American Fork to Secretary 
McDaniel, in a letter dated November 28, as follows: 

“My grandfather. informs me that you telegraphed him a few days ago 
in regard to the World’s Fair. He claims to have run as guard on the 
first day the train ran between Manchester and Liverpool. He says the 
Duke of Wellington’s train ran a round trip in the morning, during which 
Mr. Huskisson was killed. On the second run, in the afternoon of the 
same day, he claims to have taken charge of the train. That was on Sep- 
tember 15, 1830. His memory is very good. on matters connected with the 
road. He takes a pride in telling of the same. His watch has the follow- 
ing engraved on the inside of the lid: ‘Manchester and Liverpool Railway 
to Edward Robinson in token of regard from the directors, 1842.’ This 
was given him on leaving to come to America. He served twelve years. 
He js 85 years old. His number on the road was ‘8.’ His health is 
generally good.” 

The old gentleman will doubtless be an honored guest of the railroads 
at b their exhibit at the World’s Fair.—Ogden Standard. 


SOME ALARMING VITAL STATISTICS. 


In the course of the report drawn up by the committee of the Chamber 
to which the French Government_Bill for “the Protection of the Public 


Health” was referred, some very striking, not to say alarming, statistics 


are adduced to demonstrate the urgent necessity of such a measure. The 
report states that while the number of births is decreasing the rate of 
mortality is actually increasing, and the number of marriages is also de- 

creasing. Thus, in 1890, the last year for which the returns are available, 
there were 42,520 fewer births than in 1889, and 99,888 fewer than in 1883, 
while the number of marriages declined during the same period from 
289,555 to 269,332, the decrease in hoth cases being a constant one. Upon 
the other hand, the number of deaths had been steadily increasing, from 
828,828 in 1881 to 876,505 in 1890. The report of the committee goes on to 
point out that the decrease in the rate of natality is not peculiar to France 
though in other countries it is not so great, having declined from 34.7 to 
30.2 per 1,000 in England, from 31.5 to 28.7 in Belgium, and from 38.9 to 
35.7 in the German Empire, whereas in France the decrease is from 25 to 
21.8 per 1, 000. The rats of mortality in France is 22 per 1,000, or about 
three more than in England, and it is particularly high among infants, 
being no less than 167 per 1,000, so that of the 800,000 children born in 
Franco'during 1600 something like 126,000 failed to reach their first

THE EDITOR’S RETROSPECT. 


Turs number closes the fifty-fourth volume of the MILLENNIAL SrAR. Its 
pages are filled with accounts of the miraculous work of God among His 
children. Of all the great developments which science and art have 
brought to light in this the nineteenth century, none are so wonderful 
and grand as the restoration of the Church of Christ. 

Dwells there a people upon the earth who are the chosen of ‘he’ Lord, 
and the recipients of His peculiar providences to a remarkable degree—a 
people so blessed that strangers gaze with astonishment in beholding the 
marvelous deliverances ught out for them on sea and land? Yea! 
The Church of Christ exists, with all its powers and blessings; the same 
privileges are enjoyed by its followers as were enjoyed by those who 
followed the meek and lowly Jesus when He was upon the earth. The 
followers of Christ were taught to seek that which was good, and to 
maintain a firm hold on all truths; to be loving and charitable unto all 
men; to shun sin in every form. 

The annals of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints are full 
of the miraculous dealings of God with His people. Contained in the revela- 
tions of the Lord, given to the Prophet Joseph Smith in 1829, it is written: 
“Behold, a marvelous work is about to come forth among the children off 
men!” A wonderful prophecy, and wonderfully has it been fulfilled. Even 
the Prophet was amazed at this declaration, and his friends—-who believed 
that he had seen visions—entertained but a faint idea of the marvels 
subsequently unfolded unto them in the development of this latter-day 
Work. 

Thousands of Elders have testified to this generation that the primitive 
Church is restored; that the power of God is manifested; that The 
blind see; the lame walk; the deaf hear; the dead are raised; to the poor 
the Gospel is preached.” 

Cotemporary with the events of crowning Queen Victoria, and 1 
the railroad track from Liverpool to Manchester in 1837, is chronioled the 
landing of Heber C. Kimball and other Elders in the city of Liverpool. 
These messengers from the Throne of Grace brought with them the ever- 
lasting Gospel to preach unto the British nation, in fulfillment. of. the 
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prophecy that “the Gospel shall be preached in all the world.” Subse- 
_ quently other Elders arrived upon these Islands, and in the year 1840 the 

first number of this periodical was issued. An emigration office was 
opened, and companies of Latter-day Saints were sent to join their 
brethren, who were then busily engaged building the city of N auvoo, sit- 
uated in Hancock County, State of Illinois, U. S. A. 

It is frequently asked, “What claims have the ‘Mormons’ to the title 
of ‘Saint,’ and do they enjoy special blessings not granted unto other 
people?” We reply, emphatically, they do enjoy special blessings, and 
that God’s watchful care has been over them, and He has safely brought 
them through all their trials up to the present time. It is written, 
“God preserveth the way of his Saints: these are thy servants and thy 
people, whom thou hast redeemed by thy great power, and by thy strong 
hand.” 

The cholera scare at New York caused the people there to adopt strin- 
gent quarantine regulations, which have inflicted great hardships upon 
emigrants going from these shores, and to shipping firms doing business 
in Europe. It is altogether likely that the Asiatic cholera will break out 
with the coming of the spring along the Atlantic coast. The struggle was 
a desperate one in America, but the vigilance of the authorities in that 
country was in vain, as the seeds of that terrible scourge have been 
transplanted from the old to the new world. 

In conformity with the cables received from President Wilford Woodruff, 
we forwarded those people who had given up their employment, expecting 

to emigrate. All reached their destination in safety, although one com- 
pany was detained in quarantine for a short period. The steamship 
_ Wyoming, of the Guion line, sailed from this port November 19, 1892, 

having on board a company of Latter-day Saints, the last of this year’s 
emigration. | 
Since the year 1840, 396 vessels have sailed from these shores, carrying 
thousands of Latter-day Saints to a land where, by their sobriety and 
industry, they have accumulated around them the comforts of home. 
Nearly a quarter of a niillion of the seed of Ephraim and Manassa, sailing 
in the vast fleet of vessels, have gone from the bondage and poverty of the 
old world, to dwell under their own vine and fig tree in the new. Had 
some philanthropist accomplished this great work and left God out of the 
question, kings would have vied with each other in showering well-earned 
honors upon him. But a Prophet of God, inspired by the Holy Ghost to 
wear out his life in ameliorating the wretched condition of the down- 
trodden of the nations, is spurned; and those who join him in his laudable 
efforts are despised, and their lives often destroyed.
